A method for producing olefins from methanol, the method comprising the 
steps as claimed in claim 7, wherein the removal of oxygenates from olefin 
stream takes place by the steps consisting of dewatering, compressing, washing, 
contacting with water, drying, and fractionating as claimed, is not taught or fairly 
suggested in the prior art.
